Huub:'40:vears and old-and living:in Leiden) Warehouse employee and volunteer at2 local venues. Played 
in Scatlover with Bramand.in GAS with Flip! Tried:some other-bands from:skatepunk to metalcore but they 
never saw the light of day. 


What's the-motive to playin the-band?. How did you 
became/end up “punk’?. 

Bram: Firstexposure was through the-record collection of 
my brother | guess:He’s 10 years older than me.| kinda 
remember seeing the cover of “In God We Trust Inc.” by 
the Dead:-Kennedys for the first time and it blew my mind. 
He didn't live at home no more-and left: many records for 
me. My brother has a real eclectic taste, so that was a 
great way. to explore music forme; Some years later ‘met 
some guys in-high school who were a year higher up than 
me and they gave me tapes, like from.Resist, ABC. Diabo- 
lo, Dystopia, Nausea\and Neurosis, They corresponded 
with the bands andit was really-exciting for me’ to’ actually 
see letters that were written by the bandmémbers\of these 
bands! Pretty cool of them to respond tosome 15-and 16 
year olds in the Netherlands. Around-that time (7992/1993) there was a_little distro in the local squat/and | 
ended up going there on my own (very'scary!), That was. it, | never left again. 


Flip: | heard Nirvana from a classmate on elementary school. Later | got to know System Of A Down, Metalli- 
ca, Slipknot and Korn through TV programs such as MTV and The Box. Friends and classmates showed me 
The Offspring, NoFX, Green Day and Pennywise. When | got older, | went from Gouda to Bodegraven with 
friends for festivals andthe monthly punk/metal evening in a local centre. Somewhat later | discovered the 
squatting scene and underground punkbands. First in places like De Storing and ACU in Utrecht and when 

| started living in Delft | went:to venues in the region (Den Haag and Leiden) such as De Vioek, Eurodusnie, 
Multiplex aka Sub071. In that period | started the band G.A.S. with two friends. We wanted to make noise, 
write and record our own songs, play with other bands, make fun. We met Crustenunie from Leiden in squat 
De Pluu in Heerlen and because we came from the same area, we decided to play more together. When 
their guitarplayer quit, | replaced him. 


Huub: | got into Guns’N’Roses and Metallica as a 9 or 10 year old kid and after that, Sepultura’s “Chaos 
A.D.” was my gateway to heavier music. My parents would record MTV’s Headbanger’s Ball for me every 
week and | would watch that over and over again. Punk & hardcore were more appealling to me because it 
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just seemend more raw and when you attend your first show at 13 
seeing stagedives for the first time, | was completely sold. 


Where and how many times are rehearsals? 

Bram: We used to-practice in the Multiplex/Sub071;/a squat next to 
Leiden Centraal trainstation. It was evicted in 2016 and we’ve been 
practi¢ing;with Anton ever since. He has built some,practice spaces 
in his warehouse where he rents out backlines for parties and such. § 
Nice place and nice bands‘that practice there-too, like our friends 
Hard Voor Weinig) 


Huub:-Shout out Anton! Very7gratefulsto_have had a practice-space during lockdownvalso. 


Are lyrics important and what are they about? 

Bram: Yes, lyrics are important to me. They deal with our own personal issues like feeling bad, being insecu- 
re and having work that.sucks and larger. systematic issues suchas institutional racism, state violence and 
capitalist exploitation of the working class. We normally try to write lyrics that have a sort of funny bend to it 
while still being serious. 


Have you recorded and where/when? 

Huub: Our latestEP<Degoutant’ is from early-2021, recorded in a Den-Haag Squat called.de Samenscho- 
ling and we‘hoped to record there.again but they re being evicted soon‘sadly. But we arejlooking forward to 
record and-release something new early 2023 as we-are working on Some neW-songs. 


Do you do regular.concerts, are there-contracts? 

Flip: We play about two times each/month: Not too much because we're not So-young anymore, hahaha. We 
play mainly in the Dutch-squatscene / No’contracts.no high-payments, we’ play fon the music-and.the nice 
parties. And) ofcourSe.we, play, for travel expenses... 


Is there a “scene” around where you live and/or are there punk/squaw/D. I. Y_ activities? 

Flip: | live: in,Den.Haagewhere we have the social and cultural centre called De Samenscholing-near the 
Zuiderpark(Michael: unfortunately evicted on 31 January 2023). Here are regular punkconcerts‘and there's a 
very cheap vegan restaurant’called Water;En Brood (Water And Bread):-1 also heard rumors about concerts 
in- Dystopia which. is in De Grote Pyr (Michael: A,former taxbuilding bought.as.an-alternative for the famous 
De Blauwe Aanslag squat) 


Bram: I'm active at the Vrijplaats-in Leiden. lfs a DIY, initiative where we built our own autonomous place. 
As itis, its the only one ofits Kindain the Netherlands and I’m really proud:to be-a part of it. There used to 

be a big squatted alley with different initiatives in it. It was evicted-in 2010.-Left without! an-alternative the 
movement put pressure-on the local counciland fortunately there’were enough political/parties willing to help 
- they saw what we brought+to.the city. We ended up with:an old derelict factory wich We renovated ourself 
and without financial support from the government. Now we have a bar, a venue with a stage (Resistor), a 
political theatre (Generator) and-various politicaliinitiatives (such, as/Doorbraak).-lorganise gigs there and | 
love it. 


Huub: | am also active at the Vrijplaats where l'work.the bar.and help-with shows=lt's my favorite place here 
in the city. Apart from that, there’s still’ bunch of stuff happening in Amsterdam, Rotterdam/and Den Haag or 
even the smaller towns like Hengelo or Ede. And lately | have a. bunch of admiration for a:city like Groningen 
where a bunch of cool bands are doing their thing like Youth Deprivation, Stresssysteem, Frontsector and 
Glitch. The Brabant area also has a lot of great stuff happening with bands such as Pressure Pact, Raylin, 
Azijnpisser, the Breed. Can't forget Haarlem-with Asbest Boys; Floyd Hemmorhoid and all the Minor Opera- 
tion Shows in the Patronaat. For such a small country with cities so close to eachother it’s pretty cool to see 
everyone putting in their effort to help eachother out-and build a scene.

Bram: | fully support the struggle for a democratic self government in Rojava. | have so much respect for the 
people fighting for a better future. Strength and peace to our sisters and brothers! In the same vein | support 
the Zapatistas in Chiapas of course. Anti-national solidarity instead of international solidarity (which implies 
states and borders)! 


Squatting 
Flip: Yes, do it! 


Bram: When talking about the housing problem, squatting is not the answer per se but part of the answer. 
What | mean by that is that there’s not enough places to squat to support all the people looking for a place 

to live, so new houses will have to be build in a sustainable and affordable way (so more social housing 
definitely). Besides that, squatting is important because you get to claim a space for yourself, whether it is for 
a political cause or for housing (which is political in itself of course). It's horrendous that there’s such a strict 
anti-squatting law without any prospect of betterment on the housing market. It sucks. 


Huub: Never squatted myself but visiting and playing in squats definitely had a positive impact on my life and 
| 100% support squatting. 


Vegetarism/Veganism 
Flip: Yes, do it! 


Bram: | am a vegan, but if you’re not - Ok. Your choice. Just don’t lecture me about vegans whining when 
you are an active part of an abusive and murderous system, haha. 


Huub: | would assume if you're into punk & hardcore, you're left-wing. At least if you’re singing along to 
songs against racism, bigotry and oppression. If you follow that train of thought it would make sense to me to 
also be against animal cruelty. So yeah go vegan, or give it a try.

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Open Wounds is a band from Amsterdam that emerged from 
the ashes of a disastrous short-lived band that Marko (Vitamin 
X singer) had with an ex-girlfriend that barely lasted for two 
whole practices. Still, that bitter experience got him motivated to 
start a proper band inspired by early 1980s US hardcore punk. 
Somewhere in:2013 that band, Open Wounds, started having 
regular practices with Jip (Jan-Pieter; ex-Karaktermoord) on 
vocals, Laurens on drums, Gijs Edge on bass and Marko on 
guitar. Laurens used to drum in Marko's old band Heros & Zeros 
and at the start of Open Wounds he was the only person in the 
band who was actually proficient in playing his instrument. Marko 
picked up a guitar for the first time a few weeks before the first 
practice actually. He for sure didn’t lack any creativity for writing 
music though, and from the beginning the band had a steady of 
amount of compositions to practice. 


The first Open Wounds show was in February of 2014 supporting Belgrado from Spain and Autistic Youth from Portland/USA and from that 
moment on they were playing local shows regularly in Amsterdam and Haarlem. In October 2014 they recorded their first demo in RPM studio in 
Amsterdam.The recording was very sloppy but it contained 7 songs. It was self-released on a tape with a very nice layout done by Staffan Snit- 
ting (Low X Order zine) from Sweden. Not long after the demo recordings Gijs decided to move to London/UK and Rogier from Savage Beat/ 
The Shining took his place. Unfortunately, the band didn’t get to play many shows with Rogier, as work and other band-duties got in the way, but 
he was very instrumental in getting the band into better shape with his excellent bass skills, plus he also co-wrote music for the band (one song 
together with Marko and’he also wrote music for another 20-second-long song called “The Wool over our Eyes” which everyone in the band up. 
till this day is still calling “Rogier’s song”). 


Rogier passed bass playing duties to Gideon (Paranoid State, Hexenbezem, ex-Civil Terror and Karel Anker & de Joden). Rogier quit the band 
tight before recordings of the first 12” EP, so he played half of the songs on the record and the other half was played by Gideon. Once Gideon 
joined the band, his incredible musicianship brought the-band to the next 
level and he became Marko's guitar mentor. 

The six songs for this record were recorded by Niels Feenstra at the studio 
Mono in December 2015 and mastered by Dan Randall in December 2015/ 
January 2016. It was originally planned to be released as a 7” but then 
ended up being a 12” because of the horrible sounding 7” test press that 
the band and the label.received. The cover drawing was made by Mathieu 
Freakcity, back cover and insert were done by Staffan Snitting and Marko. 
The Open Wounds logo was created by Steve Karp from the band Yuppicide 
(NYC/USA). Steve also drew some extra images for the insert and the vinyl 
label. The record came out a few months later in’2016 on Refuse Records 
and it gained good reactions and plenty of positive reviews that includes 
Maximum Rock’n'roll, Artcore and OX. And it also led to interviews for Artco- 
re and some other fanzines. 

Marko wanted to create a certain image for the bands records which resul- 
ted in a combination of old 1950's Sci Fi comic-books and 1970 dystopian 
movies elements with some surrealism mixed in. Although the drawing on 
the first record didn’t fully manage to capture that look, the drawings ‘on the 
next two records certainly did. 


Soon after the record was out Laurens left the band because of medical issues which prevented him from playing the drums and Bram Swarte 
(formerly of Local Spastics Malle Pietje a.o., currently of Ploegendienst) took his place. With Bram on drums the band did a small German tour 
and thanks to the connection with Vitamin X they also played festivals’such as Fluff fest (Czech Rep.), Venezia hardcore fest (Italy), Monte 
Paradiso fest.in Pula/Croatia etc. 


In 2018 Qpen Wounds went back.to the studio to record the “Invaders” LP. Bass 
and drums were recorded in E-Sound Studio in Weesp by Georgios Maxouris and 
guitar and vocals again with Nils in Studio Mono in Amsterdam. Soon after the 
recordings, Bram quit and was replaced by Boy van Egmond. “Invaders” was ano- 
ther release on Refuse Records and it was the first time thatthe band collaborated 
with Bill Hauser, a great artist from Minneapolis/USA. Bill drew the front and the 
back-cover and images that appeared on the insert. Marko made a concept and de- 
sign for the layout but Bill Hauser’s incredible talent gave life to those images. The 
LP was released in March 2019 and it received a good response. The song “Record 
Collectors” ended up in a bunch of online radio programs and Marko got invited for 
an interview about Open Wounds for No Echo webzine. 

In the period before the Covid pandemic they played a good amount of Dutch but 
also some Belgium, French and German shows, including the Refuse fest in Berlin, 
and the Seewinkel Noise Factory Festival in Vienna/Austria. They also opened for 
Negative Approach in Eindhoven and Poison Idea in Rotterdam and played in Haar- 
lem with Night Fever, Vitamin X and Paranoid State. In November 2019 (the rainiest 
period of the year) they did a short UK tour of 5 shows with Jaded Eyes from Leeds. 
Even during the pandemic period, they managed to play 2 so-called pandemic shows for a limited sitting crowd at OCCII/Amsterdam and right 
after the first.lock-down was lifted they played a festival in Haarlem with Savage Beat, Seein’ Red and other cool bands..But other than that, it 
was pretty. quiet on the Open Wounds front during the covid period. However, the writing of- and working on new songs by Marko and Gideon 
didn’t. stop-and in summer 2022 Open Wounds recorded 6 new songs for a, to be released, 7” called “Look In The Mirror’. Bill Hauser once 
again drew the front and back cover but the layout for the record was just recently finished so by the time this fanzine is out, the record should 
be released. While waiting for record to be finished Marko started another band called Blind Ambition. (Photo’s by Alex Koutsman / Logo by Steve Karp)

lyricist alongside Herbert. During the years of the COVID-19 pandemic, the 
search for suitable bandmembers continued. By the end of 2021 drummer 
Peter Leijenhorst and frontman Martijn Gerritsen were added to the band. 
These 5 men know that punkrock is all about energy and emotion. 


ACHTERHOEKSE ‘\ PUNKROCK 


Their mission is clear: ‘the new sound from the Achterhoek’ has been born and 
wants to be heard. Inspired by bands like Bad Religion and Die Toten Hosen, 

he band set out to create catchy punkrock with themes taken from real life. 
The debut EP “Januskop" has been released in 2022. This record reflects two 
‘aces of the band: 3 hard-hitting punk songs, 3 semi-acoustic songs and some 
punk poetry. The "new sound" was well-received during performances at 
venues like DRU in Ulft (band presentation), Schiller in Aalten, De Zwaan in 
Hengelo and various record stores in their region. That expressing yourself in 
your own dialect doesn’t have to limit you, was shown during shows in Arnhem 
Willemeen), the German festival PunkMeetsPeople and at the support show 
‘or UK Subs in Eindhoven. 


Some bands have an intro song; DONDER has Willem, who opens every show with a fiery piece of punk 
poetry about the location of the venue. 


The second album is expected to have a "full-throttle" character, featuring catchy, hard-hitting songs that 
make it hard to stand still and not sing along. The album is set to be presented in early 2024 and will be 
available on various streaming platforms. So dust off your dancing boots! 


Martijn-—singer // Dennie- guitar // Willem -punkpoet // Peter - drums // Herbert - bass 
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Justify All Means was formed at the end of 2014. The band 
had just been founded by Marijn Gaikema, Mike Vorder- 
man & Iban de Wit when Bouke Winters joined to start 
Screaming. Marijn'soon quit and\was replaced by bassist 
Geordy van Velzen. A4 track demo was recorded in 2015 in 
collaboration with Martin Kroeze as producer and released 
independently. 

Iban also left and Robert-Paul Dokter took his, place on 
drums. In 2017 the album “Welcome To, This World” was 
released, again with Martin as producer and again under his 
own management. In the meantime, numerous shows have 
been played in the Netherlands. Robert decided to resign 
and was replaced by Martin, who already knew Justify well 
as_a.producer and friend of the band. 

Shows were still played, as well as in other European 
countries, until the absurd corona period arrived. Justify had 
many shows planned, but the measures threw a spanner in 
the works. Justify was against the corona policy and especi- 
ally against the corona pass. Exclusion is not appropriated. 
We have also deliberately not played shows under these conditions during this time. Mike also decided to 
quit Justify in 2020. 

We were already working on new songs and used this period to finish “Power Inside”. With Karl Smith on 
guitar, Geordy van Velzen on bass, Martin Kroeze on drums and Bouke Winters on vocals, the EP “Power 
Inside” was released on WTF!. Records. 

This release came about a bit differently than the previous two. 
Martin recorded the drums, bass and vocals in his»studio. The 
guitar parts were recorded'in England’by Karl himself andythe mix 
& master was done by WD Glashouwer. 

We did the release party in 2021,with a closed dooripolicy'so that 
we could get out of all the corona measures, it was a great party! 
However, Martin had given the drum sticks back to our former 
drummer Robert and Patrick.vansKoot had joined us as the new 
guitarist. After playing a number of shows in recent years, Patrick 
has also decided to stop. Martin is also a good guitarist.and fills 
in so that Justify doesn't have toysit still. Although the “problem” is 
that Geordy is away a lot with his other band Total Chaos, so we 
don’t really get to play much. 


Justify currently has 1 show planned: 


November 18 at the Deventer Metalfest (Walhalla Deventer) with 
Mouflon & Bloodsin. 


Justify All Means is a hardcore\punk band, the music is.loud and 
the lyrics are often socially critical, but also personal. The 4 songs 
on Power Inside contain the following themes; Power Inside is 
about the power within, the power to live your lifé as best as 
possible. Stop Fighting Wars is (as the title suggests) an anti-war song, why is there still war? Get The Fuck 
Out is a song against racism, because what difference does the color of the skin make? And Unleash The 
Beast is a song about the beast having to come out every now and then and we like to do that on stage! 
Live, Justify is a lot of controlled noise, loud and clear!

When was the band founded, what is the style and why this name for the band? 

Locura was founded in September 2017. We first wanted to call the band ‘Tante Pater en de Tempeh 
Fisters’, but Anne (Tante Panter) preferred not to. We were messing around with ‘De Stoornis’ which even- 
tually in Spanish meant ‘locura’ (disorder/insanity). We chose Locura because it gave a better vibe with 
the music we were making and wanted to make: Crustpunk. 


What is the current line-up? 
Anne — bass, 36 

Bram — drums, 41 

Wouter — guitar, 43 

Kluut — vocals, 41 


What was your motivation to play in the band? 

We started in 1999 (Bram, Wouter and Kluut) with Galbak because we 
thought the local bands from our hometown sucked and were too soft. In 
2006 Anne joined on 2nd vocals and we played with Galbak until 2013. 
Anne has been the driving force behind Locura. After 4 years, Anne 
decided it was time to start again. We started doing gigs again and roc- 
king together. In the rehearsal room we had a different line-up: Wouter 
on guitar instead of bass and Anne on bass instead of vocals. After 1 
practice session we knew enough and we started again. 


Where and how often do you rehearse? 
Once a week in Roland’s ‘Art of Sound Studio’ in Nieuwveen. 


Are the lyrics important and what are they about? 

Especially punk/crust/d-beat is golden to scream all your frustrations, 
observations and everything you want to say or say as a band into the 
concert venue with full dedication. We try to write lyrics in a funny way, 
but with serious content or underlying meaning. For example: 

“Ik kniel alleen om te kotsen” (religion) 

“Heks van de teststraat” (government) 

“Niet geneukt,toch genaaid” (loan system) 

Mostlyrics are in Dutch language. 


Have you recorded? 

In 2021 we recorded the “Ik kniel alleen om te kotsen” EP (Michael: internet only) in Studio Moerwijk, in De 
Samenscholing.in The Hague by Quintin (= boss)! We're planning avsplit LP featuring grindcore heroes De 
Slapende Honden. 


Are there regular gigs, are contracts used and can you manage financially? 

For the most part we still play in the Netherlands and usually do 2 to 3 concerts a month. We do as much 
D.I.Y. as possible, like in the squat scene organized with and by people with heart for the places/festi- 
vals/stages and evenings. Everything earned from playing goes back into the band, recordings, merch, 
records, etc. 
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Is there a “scene” in your area or are there any punk/ 
squat/D.IY. activities? 

The Netherlands is small. Within 2 hours you are everywhere. 
In our immediate vicinity are the Vrijplaats/Resistor in Leiden, 
De Samenscholing in The Hague (Michael: on 31 January 
2023 they were forced to leave and are still looking for a new 
location) and the Poortgebouw in Rotterdam. Places where we = 
feel at home with people with good initiatives, D.I.Y., concert 
stages, vegetarian restaurants, giveaway shops, etc. And 
support for a lot of subcultures that struggle for free space and 
expression all over the Netherlands.

During 
his life he survived getting struck by lightning 7 times. As the story goes, an unrequited 
love eventually made him take his own life. It's not too far fetched to say there's a 
common thread to be found in our lyrics. However resilient we all might be to nature's 
forces, in the end no one is prepared for what life throws at you. 


Playing our songs to anyone who wants to hear them 
has brought us to venues across The Netherlands, as 
well as Germany, Denmark, Poland and Czech 
Republic. We have released 2 EP's and a couple of 
single releases, all recorded and produced DIY.

When is the band formed, what’s the style and why this name 
for the band? 

Wim: We started in early 2014. Martijn, who | know for quite some 
time, asked me if | was interested in starting a band in the style 

of Rites of Spring. | was into it immediately because it’s a style | 
really like and | had the idea that it could give me the opportunity 
to indulge myself into my Hiisker Di obsession, haha! lyhad some 
musical ideas already that didn't really fit in my other band, Tense 


Reaction, which is a band that’s very much on the frenetic fastcore 
side of things. 


| like Paranoid State to be a hardcore punk band but with the free- 
STA TE dom to do whatever we want and whatever works for us musically. 

What | always thought what was so great about those early bands 
was the pioneer spirit they had. Ofcourse it was a new style so 
there were norules yet. | love hard and fast/music, but also like 
Flipper, Minutemen and | can even appreciate side 2 of My War. 
So now in 2022, it’s hard to replicate this pioneer spirit, but,we can at least give at a try and. see what hap- 
pens. When you try to keep an open mind to other musical styles you can be inspired by anything you hear 
to write a song. Although | must admit: | also hate alot of stuff. It seems the older | get the less | can tolerate. 
The name popped into my head one day. We were brainstorming about bandnames and this was the,one 
thatystuck. | like it because it gives you some room to exaggarate a bit, lyric wise. And then maybe later you 
can say: “See,.| told you so”. Haha! 


What's the current lineup (age, residence, work/occupation) and play members in other bands? 
Drums: Martijn Bastiaans, 38 and livéssin Utrecht. Occupation: filmmaker. 

Bass and backing vocals: Gideon Ferrero, 42/and lives in Amsterdam. Occupation: in psychic healthcare. 
Also plays guitar in Karel Anker en de Joden and in Hexenbezem. 

Guitar and vocals: Wim Koster, 54 and lives in Utrecht. Occupation: framing of artworks at the Stedelijk 
Museum, Amsterdam. Also plays guitar with Tense Reaction. 


What’s the motive to play in the band? How did you became “punk”? 
Wim: For as long as | can remember music and playing in a band was the coolest thing ever. As a little kid | 
could lose myself completely in music, especially 50’s rock’n roll and 60’s music. When punk came around 
in the late seventies, it was presented as some scary anti-music, but | didn’t want anti-music, | wanted 
music, because | loved music so much! So at firstd stayed away from it, although | really liked Rock and Roll 
Highschool by the Ramones and Elvis CostelloyBlondie and Iggy Pop when they were in the charts back 

: = = : aya then. | just didn’t know that they were also considered punk. 
f Then a-friend from school, who had an older brother who was a 
punk,made.me listen to records by The Clash, Sham 69 and The 
Jam. Then, knew | was wrong all the time and | realized | had 
found my Scene. Everything | loved about rock’n roll was there: 
m energy, creativity, a message, lots of guitars and great songs. | 
already played the drums, | learned to strum some chords and 
play some notes on the guitar and you're writing your first song. 
Punk gave me that opportunity, it’s the best\thing ever. 


» Gideon: | make music because it’s my life. For me it's totally 
> natural, already from childhood. Every day I’ve been busy with 
itand always have music in my head. Every week I’m writing 
and recording various bands and projects, like Paranoid State. 
Without music there is no life for me. My interest began with hip- 
hop and through friends | got to Know punk, hardcore and metal. 
It appealed to me because‘it had the same vibe and rebelliousness as hiphop. | already knew a bit because 
bands such as Public Enemy used metal and punk samples. 


Where and how many times are rehearsals? 
The last couple of years we practice in Utrecht in De Vechtclub. It’s a practice room we share with some 
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other bands. We practice once a week more or less, but it 
depends if there’s something happening, like recording or 
writing songs. Sometimes we practice the afternoon before 
a gig to warm up. 


Are lyrics important and what are they about? 

Wim: Lyrics are very important for me. | write all of them 
although writing lyrics is not a natural thing for me, where- 
as writing music is. But | want to do it the best | can. Some 
are about personal stuff, some are political and some are 
personal and political at the same time. Songs like “Down 
in Flames” and “Lost Cause” are about the recent rise of 
fascism, whereas songs like “Last Lines” or “River” are 
about dealing with personal loss. 


Have you recorded and where/when? 

Wim: The first recordings were made in the practiseroom in 
2014 by Ralf, a friend of Gideon. This was before our first concert and the result was beyond our expactati- 
ons. These recordings became our first LP. Our second record, “Damage Done”, was recordediin,Studio 195 
by Patrick Delabie in 2017. | knew him when he was a singer/guitarplayer for The Scoundrels and also recor- 
ded at his Studio 195 with Vitamin X (as a drummer) and Tense Reaction. | can only think of good things, a 
great place to record. And we recorded our third record “The Great Divider” with him.again in 2020. 


Do you do regular concerts, are there contracts and can you financially handle it? 

Wim: We did alot of concerts before the Covid outbreak. During Covid we did a couple of livestreams and se- 
ated shows. Since March 2022 everything went more or less to normal and things.started to get going again. 
We also did alot of concerts abroad, mostly in weekends, in countries such as the UK, Germany, Switzerland 
and Italy. We booked a tour in Canada in 2022 but unfortunately had to cancel because of Covid. 

We don’t work with contracts. It also doesn't fit with D.1.Y. If we play in big subsidized places like Het Patro- 
naat or De Melkweg, it is not necessary. Actually it’s done pretty well | think. It's adifferent story if you need 
to live off your music. 

There’s not alot of money to pay bands in the D.I.Y. scene. If you’re lucky, you don’t have to make up and 
you can finance the next concert with the merch and doormoney. We use any. profits for for example studio 
time. 


Is there a “scene” around where you live and are there any punk/squat/D.I.Y. activities? 

The scene isn’t like it was 20 years ago in Utrecht when there were concerts in squats everywhere and there 
were. the hardcorematinees in ACU. But dB’s is still doing alot.of punkconcerts. Amsterdam ofcourse have 
the OCCII, De Vondelbunker, etc. and alot of active people. You always need a few people that take initiative 
and then everything can happen like Ivo of Minor Operation in Haarlem who organizes punkconcerts in Het 
Patronaat and runs a recordlabel. 


Do you have an opinion on: 

Ukraine

Do you do regular concerts, are there contracts and can you financially handle it? 
Yeah, we get around. We are just discovering some venues in Eastern Europe, so that’s next on the agenda. 
Contracts are for rich people. We don't really look at our income/outcome situation to be honest. 


Is there a “scene” around where you live and are there any punk/squat/D.LY. activities in your area? 
We feel the Netherlands is so small that we see the “scene” :

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There is no stopping for Paul, Olav and Jos. 
You can;read on the bacteria ‘website all, 
about their former bands. This,interview jis 
done seperately with Paul and Jos in 2023. 
intentionally left their answers on the ge- 
neral questions because it is great to read 
their different-points of view. 


When is the band formed, what’s the style and 
why this name for the band? 

Paul: Immediately after the break up of Larm, me, 
Olav and Jos started Seein’ Red so that must have 
been mid 1988. Our goal.at that time was not to 
re-hash-the-Larm-sound,-but try out something new. 
Or should‘ lsay; we made an attempt to.play more 
melodic midtempo hardcore punk with influences 
from Ignition, Fuel, Faith, Minutemen, Rondos, Ruts, 
etc..The first few Seein’ Red records were the result 
of these attempts. Around the mid 1990's, after 
seeing Dropdead and Stack at the Vortn’Visefest, we 
Started to play fast, short andloud again. It made us 
realize that this style of punk suits us the best. From 
then on we were back with a hardcore punk noise 
attack! 

The name comes from a documentary film “ Seeing 
ted= stories of american communists” made by Jim 
Klein and Julia Reichert. The film is about.passio- 
hate commitment, numbing disillusionment and re- 
newal of ordinary people who dedicated themselves 
to the communist ideal. Add the meaning of Seeing 
Red: ‘To Become Very Angry’ and it could be about 
ourband hahaha. 


Jos: Seein’ Red started in 1988. Before that we were 
in.a.band called Larm which was known best for it’s 
fast and short songs which combined politics with 
more personal lyrics. And also known for the fact 
that Paul did not play any chords, but only used one. 
finger, while the guitar was tuned in E (just like the 
bass). Therefore it sounded as if the instruments 
were out of tune, but we did not care.

Sebadoh. etc. Our LP ‘Workspiel’ is a good example 
of-that.-Fast forward a couple of years when we 

saw- Drop Dead live in.leper and they had quite an 
impact on us (funny thing is-that-they cite Larm as a 
big influence). It is as if we all of a sudden realized 
that fast hardcore was our cup of tea and new songs 
would be shorter and faster. \sthink that change star- 
ted with the ‘more of the same’,ep on Wicked Witch. 
It is not only fast and-short songs though. | think that 
itis clear that we have been listening,to punk since 
1977 and many styles and bands have influenced 
us. Right now out’set consists of short and fast 
songs, midtempo ones, even with some melody (!) 
and recently Paul.even wrote a slow song! 


As for the-name, many people seem to think we took 
it from Minor Threat but we didn’t. It is taken from a 
movie on communism in America and Seein’ Red 
also means ‘being angry’.which quite suits the band. 


What’s the current lineup and play members in 
other bands? 

Paul: The'line-up is the same as 35 years ago: Olav 
- drums, 60, Amersfoort, reproduction worker at the 
Gamma (Michael-sa big construction market all over 
NL). Jos - bass and backing vocals, 58, Amers- 
foort, schoolprincipal. Paul - guitar and vocals, 62, 
Amersfoort, pensioner since May 1st 2022.(before 
that | was’a garbageman)) Me and Olay played in 
Manliftingbanner but the past 3 years Bart, Michiel 
and Thomasjhave their\focus of, Deadstoolpigeon; 
Considering my age\\don't think that MLB will play 
again. When Seein*Red, was,on, ajhalt (2012-2018) 
because of Jos his.\hearing damage, me and Olav. 
had a short lived,project called Marxbros with Chris. 
Dodge (Stikky, Hellnation, Spazz, Infest, To The 
Point, etc). We made a0” and a split 12” with 
Trav@lta and did 3 gigs. Olav,is also drumming in 
Benjamin Hermans Bughouse, a band that mix jazz 
and punk. They made one album and played several 
shows. This yearthey are planning to record some 
new stuff as well: 


Jos: Paul’and Olay also played in\Manliftingban- 
ner and the three of us briefly played together in 


Profound. Jos also played 

in Orwell Nation, Kriegstanz 
and Staathaat. At the moment 
only Olav plays in another 
band and that is called Bug- 
house. Punkjazz would be a 
good description. 


What’s the motive to play 
in the band? How did you 
became “punk”? 

Paul: Before we even started 
a band, me and Olav were 
daydreaming about being 

in a Punkband. But in.1977, 
when we got into Punk, we 
were pretty much the only 
punks in Amersfoort. We 
had a friend Ruud who was 
a Punk for.a few weeks but 
he dropped out of it pretty 
quickly. So. we would walk 
down the city hoping to see 
or meet other punks but that 
didn’t really happen. Although we already had this 
graffity tag (we used to chalk the walls of our.city 
with our big black Eddings with all kinds of Punk- 
tags) of The Sextons long before we actually started 
that band in 1980. We got interested in Punk as 
soon as we Saw the first photos of Punks and punk 
bands in music papers..In some curious way those 
Punk images appealed to us and it even got better 
when we heared the first Punk sounds on the radio. 
There was this Hardrock show on the Dutch radio 
that started to play 15 minutes,of Punk and around 
the same time we discovered the John Peel show on 
the BBC radio. We had.a small Philips tape recorder 
and tried to tape as much Punk music from the radio 
as we could. It took some time before the first Punk 
records were available in the local record shop but 
when they did, we spend all our saved pocketmoney 
on the SEX PISTOLS’ "never mind the bollocks’, 
THE CLASH s/t, THE DAMNED “damned damned 
damned” LP’s. | immediately could relate to what 


a Py 


these bands spoke about and 
the raw energy of these bands 
was so infectious, it blew my 
teenage mind! | know it sounds 
like a fucking cliché, but those 
records did change our lives. We 
commited ourselves to Punk! 

45 years later you could say it 
was a commitment for live! Early 
1980 we met Jos (the infamous 
change meeting of me with Jos 
in a snackbar in Amersfoort) and 
his friend Alex from Achterveld. 
We became-good friends and 
not long after that finally THE 
SEXTONS became our first 
Punkband. We couldn’t play our 
instruments so we sounded out 
of tune, noisy and terrible but we 
were ecstatic by this wonderful 
cacophony. It was the kickstart 
for many more Punkbands to 
come like The Disturbers, Razzi- 
as, Total Chaoz, Larm, Larm As 
Fuck and Seein’ Red. It’s pretty amazing that me, 
Olav and Jos have been playing 42 years in Punk- 
bands together! Beside that Jos has also played in 
Orwell Nation, Staathaat.and Kriegstanz. Paul and 
Olav in.Profound, Colt Turkey, Manliftingbanner, 
Marxbros. Olav in Bughouse. After all these years 
the motive to play in SEEIN’ RED is our camarade- 
rie, our love for punk, andour commitment to D.I.Y. 
and the revolutionary cause. 


Jos: Seein’ Red. is not our first band. Back in 1980 
we started a band called the Sextons. At that time 
we went to see-a lot of bands in neighboring-city 
Utrecht and other cities too, that were reachable by 
public transport. In true punk’spirit of ‘anyone can 
Start.a band’ we did too and since Paul/had a guitar, 
he'd be the guitar player, Olav wanted to play drums, 
but no drumkit yet (a chair and two, hammers did a 
good job.as can be heard. on our first ‘demo’), Alex ( 
a friend.from my hometown Achterveld) got himself 
a)bassguitar and that meant.| had:to be the'singer. 
We plugged everything:into his bassamp and started 
rehearsing. Not long after that Olav got a proper 
drumkit and Paul had a small combo-amplifier. We 
did one gig in our hometown (with Bizon Kids) and 
ended up making.20 songs (more or less). These 
were recorded, but sadly none,of. us owns those 
recordings. 

So since 1980’Paul, Olav and myself have been 
playing together in a band (minus a hiatus of a 
couple of years because | had severe ear problems). 
After the Sextons there was Disturbers, Total Chaoz 
and Larm, before we started Seein Red. 
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| got into punk by hearing it on 
radio and TV and reading in a 


of my older brother had LP’s by 
the Stranglers, Iggy Pop and 
the Clash. | was into the louder 
sort of music already and | think 
that is one of the reasons why 
punk appealed to me. One of my » 
friends in Achterveld (the small 
village where | grew up) was 
also into punk and our pocket 
money (and later the money we 
earned by working on week- 
ends) went to buying records 

in the nearby city of Amersfoort 
that had 3 good record stores 
at that time. A few walls in Amersfoort were covered 
in punk graffiti and through those walls we got to 
know a lot of bands. We also thought that there was 
a shitload of punks in Amersfoort, but after meeting 
Paul and Olav we found out it was just them... Like 

| said before, we went to punkgigs together and es- 
pecially the Utreg Punx and the Red Rock Collective 
inspired us to start our own band. Unfortunately Alex 
(Sextons bass player) got in touch with some people 
who were really into doing drugs and he started to 
do them too and drifted away from us. Paul, Olav 
and myself then looked for another bass player and 
found one in a guy called Dick (and he turned out to 
be quite a dick too actually) and two female friends 
from Achterveld (Berletta and Dorien) joined in too. 
For a short while we had a second guitarplayer and 
this is when we rehearsed at the shed at my parents 
house. The name of the band was Razzias. When 
the second guitar player stopped, we moved into a 
practice space in Amersfoort and renamed the band 
into Disturbers. We did a demotape and got close to 
playing live, but the squat we were supposed to play 
in Hilversum got evicted. Like | said, Dick turned 

out to be a real dick, because he wanted me out of 
the band (for whatever reason) and told Paul and 
Olav to join him in that quest. Paul and Olav told 

him to go and fuck off, exit Dick, end of Disturbers 
and the birth of Total Chaoz. At that time Berletta 

left the band due to pregnancy and that left us as a 
fourpiece. We got to know two other punkbands from 
Amersfoort (the Puke and Asperitys) and released 

a three way split tape on our tape label Er Is Hoop 
tapes. Not too long after that Menno joined the band, 
we renamed the band again, this time it was Larm. 
First release was some tracks on the first Holland 
Hardcore tape and not too long before we recorded 
the split LP, Dorien left the band, which made Larm a 
fourpiece. Larm stopped in 1988. 
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Where and how many 
times are rehearsals? 
Paul: We still practice at the 
Hf 4 BAM (Bond van Amers- 
i . foortse Muzikanten). The 

ly ¢ * people who run this place 
have several rehearsal 
rooms. BAM has changed its 
§ location several times during 
, its history but we have been 
practising there for like 40 
years now! We used to prac- 
| tice every Sunday but lately 
= we practice every other week 
on Sunday... we’re getting 
old and deaf hahaha. 
Jos: Approximately once eve- 
ry two weeks in Amersfoort. 
Since the mid eighties we have been practicing in 
the space of a collective (it moved location 4 times). 


Are lyrics important and what are they about? 
Paul: Sure the lyrics are important. | write most of 
them and | always try to write lyrics that have a 
social or political content, that reflect the time we 
live in. Although | must admit I’m not a great lyricist 
nor a poet hahaha. Most of my lyrics are short and 
to the point so you can’t mistake it for bullshit. Often 
the words come first and then I strum on my guitar 
to find riffs that suits the words. Being working class, 
my lyrics often deal with things like wage-slavery, 
class oppression and class struggle. Also all the 
wrongs of this capitalist system may it be inequa- 
lity, racism, sexism, poverty, housing shortage, 
imperialism, war, police brutality, homophobia, the 
rise of the far right and so on. | totally understand 

if | mention all these topics that it seems to be the 
obvious subjects for a political punkband to sing 
about, almost a cliché... Then again it’s daily reality. 
| don’t make these topics up, it’s happening right 
here, right now! It hae 

would be apathetic if 
| would be indiffe- 
rent towards this 
bankrupt system and 
all the injustice that 
it breeds. The world 
we live in is far from 
pretty, it’s often ugly 
and fucking cruel! 
Especially for the 
working class, the 
poor, the downtrod- 
den of this world. It’s 
a shame that during 
my lifetime nothing 
has changed for 


the better, in fact it just getting worse... The lyrics of 
Seein’ Red definitely give expression to that anger 
and frustration. 


Jos: Lyrics are importantand they deal-with-various 
subjects: Paul writes-all of the lyrics.and-the music; 
when we rehearse it sometimes.happens thatsome 
of the music is altered a bit. Seein’ Red isa band 
that thinks political lyrics belong\in punk. Punk for us 
is a way to) protest and voice our'opinion. ‘Subjects 
that were sung about back in the eighties are-still 
relevant in a lot of cases and to be honest that is 
quite-saddening and frustrating. The-lyrics déal with 
various issues;-be ition a global-or local orpersonal 
level. The message is important for us, hence the 
fact thatsongs aré-often explained: Way back in the 
nineties-that sometimes lead to arguments/discus- 
sion-with-people inthe crowd and_at one point we 
were\(in)famous for the fact that our introductions 
would always. last longer:than the songs. 


Have you recorded? 

Paul: Just.before the first lockdown in-2020.we had 
recorded our live set-in our-practiceroom on ans 
track -digital\recorder. ThoSe were-basically older 
songs we'started to/play.againafter our 7 year 
hiatus. Late 2021 | added the vocal tracksyand’Olav 
made some mixéSvand.to oursurprise the final mix 
of 2022 sounded pretty goodsThose “Past Present 
InTense” recordings can be heared on our band- 
camp» We gonnairelease,it on Vinylisome day... 
These days it totally depends on how long it will 
take before\the vinyl is pressed, the waiting times 
are long..(while working on.this,interview the record 
came out in March 2023). In:the meantime we 
worked on a shitload of new songs and hopefully we 
can.record-them this-year.,Our,intention is to do the 
recordings ourselves again. 


Jos: Seein'-Red recorded/a lot of stuff over the years 
andzaccording to discogs we/have.37 releases and 
appeared on 68 compilations. At first we recorded 


at Bombastic Studio in Amersfoort, then went to 
Bunt’s Studio in Utrecht and after that we recorded 
ourselves. Olav bought quite some recording»stuff 
over the years,and gets better and better in handling 
the equipment. Our latest release was ‘Past, Present 
(in)Tense’ which is a bunch of old songs that,we 
played live after we'started again when the issues 
with myrears were getting less and less. This 12” 
was released-on my own label, Autoreverse Records 
and Tapes. At the moment we are recording for a full 
length, to be released on Armageddon in the USA 
and Autoreverse/Way Back When in Europe. 


Do you.do'regular concerts, are there contracts 
and can you financially handle it? 

Paul? Well, the corona pandemic is just about over... 
so-we haven't played regulary the past few years 
but it’s slowly coming back. We,have.had.some gigs 
in the Netherlands andemore coming up. We will 
cross borders this year also and play in’Hamburg, 
Copenhagen,.Puntala/Finland; Vienna, Berlin,etc. 
We don’t work with contracts, nor-with managers or 
booking-agencies. Although these days it is common 
that in most clubs you have*to.fillin.these so’Called 
tax related “Expense claim forms/fee declarations” 
before you get paid. But we still play/tour in.a D.I.Y. 
way, and stick to our non-profit ideals from the early 
days asmuch as_possible. Seriously we never cared 
much about the financial aspectsyof playing gigs 
and touring.. Weare not in.this band for the money. 
Nevertheless our experience over the past 42 years 
is-that most of the time we did break even,or some- 


times.made some money. That's why we feel very 
much at home inythis.D.LY..underground-Punkscene. 
Beside that, have seen too much bands going 
down the drain because of money issues. I’m really 
glad that We never went down that slippery path. 
Jos: We have played a lot over the years. Toured 
Europe several-times,-went tothe USA three times 
andwWapan twice. | think weplayed most of the Euro- 
pean countries. Wevalso played, quite:aybit recently, 
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besides the Netherlands we have played Germany 
and Belgium in the past couple of months. We never 
worked with contracts and never will. Contracts do 
not belong in Punk. Period. We try to break even 
when we do a gig and since we often only have to 
bring breakables, we can drive a car. Sometimes we 
make some money and sometimes we lose some. 
As for the tours, we broke even on most of the 
European ones, made money on the first Japanese 
tour and lost money on all USA tours. Since we treat 
touring as a holiday, making money has never been 
our goal. 


Is there a “scene” around where you live and/or 
are there punk/squat/D.1.Y. activities? 

Paul: The short answer would be no! Sad but true... | 
mean since the evacuation of the Kippenhok 2 squat 
in 1988 the scene of that time pretty much collap- 
sed. In the 1990's we tried to get.a foot between the 
door in De Kelder (a popclub that did own its exis- 
tence due to the Grachtkerk s quat, where the first 
Kippenhok was located). We booked punk shows on 
a regular base in De Kelder but the friction between 
the punks and the other Kelder people over things 
like raising the entrance fees, commercial manage- 
ment of the club and shit like that, got so nasty that 
we decided to get out of that 
place. Squatting a new place 
was no option anymore be- 
cause in the meantime a lot of 
local punks and squatters had 
moved to Utrecht, Amsterdam, 
etc. So around 2000 the three 
of us were pretty much back 
where we started. Seein’ Red 
being the only active D.I.Y. 
Punkband in town and in 2023 
we still are. Although | heared 
there should be one or two 
other punkbands around but | 
don’t know or heared of them 
yet. Talking D.I.Y., Jos runs a 
local D.1.Y. record/tape label 


called Autoreverse! MIHOIEN! SI 
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Jos: | think the closest city with a scene is Utrecht, 
with ACU and dB’s and quite some bands. Amers- 
foort has one club where bands play, but that is 
mostly mainstream. | think there’s no squats at the 
moment. It used to be a lot different in the 1980's. 
There was a small but thriving hardcorepunk scene 
in Amersfoort, with bands, a fanzine, videozine 

and a squatted venue called ‘Kippenhok’. The first 
version of this venue was right in the city centre and 
was the presbytery of a squatted church. A group of 
friends organised gigs in the squat and many bands 
made it to Amersfoort in those days. The first squat 
ended because someone set to fire to the church 
and that lead to Kippenhok number 2, which was in 
the richest part of Amersfoort, conveniently located 
a 5 minute walk from the railway station. This time 
the squat was an old mansion that once belonged to 
school and the carriage house was transformed into 
a venue downstairs and a small bar upstairs (inclu- 
ding an open fire place). Again, many bands played 
the venue, but also this place had to close down. 
The lack of a place to play and/or hang out, lead to a 
place called ‘De Kelder’, which was part of a bigger 
cultural centre, which was build in the city center on 
the spot of the first Kippenhok squat. Paul and Olav, 
among some others, were quite active in forming 
that place, but left inthe end when making money 
started to become more important than having a 
place to onganize gigs; etc. 


Do you have an opinion on: 

Ukraine 

Paul: Everyone who starts a war is a warmongering 
idiot in my book. So fuck Putin!! The war is now 
dragging on for a year and causing devastation, 
death and warcrimes. Also prolonged costs world- 
wide as well as an energy crisis, inflation, a food 
shortage/famine in the poor countries of this world... 
sad but true: “War, what's it 
good for? Absolutely nothing! 
“You won't see me flying the 
Ukraine flag though. Because 
waving flags = nationalism = 
militarism = war! Nationalism 
is a deadly enemy. It’s alla 
mess, but the sort of mess 
capitalism delivers all too 
freguently. The irony is that 
while national flags continue 
to fly, war will be perpetuated. 
Real freedom doesn’t have a 
5 flag! To say it bluntly: | stand 
with the working class, the 
people getting bombed out 
of their homes, the refugees, 
the victims of war. Mostly 
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young working class people will 
be send as cannonfoder to the 
front and pay the bloody price of 
this war. In anideal world soldiers 
would turn their guns around and 
fight their warmongering:leaders. 
But this isn’t an ideal world and it 
demonstrates just what lives.count 
for in war, whichsisnothing at all. 
There’s no‘reason to take sides. 
Stop.all fucking war! But all | hear 
is the deafening sound of leaders 
from all sides beating the fucking 
wardrums. Governments raising 
their military budgets with billions. 
The armsrace is back on the map 
just as the threat of a nuclear war/ 
third world war. The war indus- 

try is running at full throttle and 
making huge profits... In no way 

| wanna support that kind military 
bullshit or become a plaything of 
mighty and armed dogmatists. The conflict is esca- 
lating in a way both sides swear should never be 
allowed to happen. Nevertheless, it’s fucking com- 
plex and I’m struggling with my»conscience. Because 
while I’m answering this question and typing it down; 
the dead bodies keep piling up. There’s no.room for 
de-escalation, let alone for diplomacy thus bullets, 
bombs, tanx and drones will do the talking. As. do 
the horrors of war and the warmongering of most of 
our fellow citizens and our governments... I’m affraid 
that we have more dark times ahead. 


Jos: | object war in general.-and condemn the politics. 
of Putin and his followers. |:think too’ many innocent 
lives are being sacrificed. |. find, it scary that western 
countries supply various weaponry to Ukraine and 


am not too sure how this will end.

Paul:-That’s our lifé’s blood! From 
early on we had to do.it ourselves 
because as.said before, Amers- 
foort didn’t have a punkscene so 
we had'to,built one ourselves. 

At first we had to invent our.own 
punkscene by taking-our Eddings 
and spraycans and chalk the 
walls, garbagecans, lampposts, 
bus shelters, buildings of our 
hometown. This graffity all around 
Amersfoort gave the impression 
f, that the local punkscene was pret- 
ty huge hahaha. We hoped that 
other punks would respond to that 
and two Achterveld punx eventual- 
ly did. Now we were 4 punks and 
when we started our first punk 
band, the guitar, bass and microp- 
hone were plugged in one amp and Olav played ona 
‘drumkit’ made of a chair & washing-powder barrels! 
We didn’t.know how to tune our instruments, still we 
formed a band and had to learn everything ourselves 
while doing it. How fucking D.I.Y. is that? There was 
no studio to record our noise so we did it ourselves 
with 2'tapedecks and 4 HEMA microphones. There 
was no one to’release our music so we started our 
own tape label: ER IS HOOP TAPES. There was 

no place-for punkbands to play, so together with 

the local squatters we-squatted several places and 
the most*‘memorable was the KIPPENHOK (first 
location: Grachtkerk, second location: Middeloo). 
Our very first,record: the “ARM / STANX split LP 
was a D.LY.-(read:,Do It Together) release, and all 
the records LARM-& SEEIN’ RED released after that 
album were.either'selfreleased or in codperation with 
D.LY. recordlabels! As said earlier in this interview, 
most.of our-gigs and.touring, were done in a D.I.Y. 
way. Plus we did'Some other D.1.Y. projects as well, 
like-the ALARM 84 magazine, SUICIDAL Fanzine, 
DEFINITE CHOICE zine/records & video-tape label, 
etc, Whatcan | say? D.I.Y. has taken us far in those 
pastdecades and.in 2023 it’s still an indispensable 
tool for-SEEINRED. Our most recent records, for 
example) were all/recorded and mixed by ourselves. 
For some years Jos runs a D.I.Y. tape/recordlabel 
AUTOREVERSE from his home, so the D.L.Y. flag is 
still flying. in Amersfoort! 


Jos: | think that | already answered this in some of 
theypreVious questions, D.1-Y-in‘my opinion, is the 
backbone of punk-and it’s alsowhy.we started*our 
very.first band in the first place. Without D.I.Y. there 
is no punk! 
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Rojava 

Paul: The freedom struggle of the Kurdisch people 
always had my interest and sympathy. In the early 
and mid 1990’s SEEIN RED played several benefit 
Gigs to support the Kurdish freedom struggle. It’s 
important to continue that solidarity with the Kurdish 
Struggle and thus also with Rojava (the Kurdish 
region of Syria). Not just because the P.Y.D. had 
worldwide attention for the battle of Kobane/the war 
against ISIS and the important role of the all-female 
military unit Y.P.J. in those battles. But they are also 
attempting to create a (socialist) model of demo- 
cracy that might actually bring stability to a wartorn 
region. Something that’s worth supporting. But we 
also should keep an eye out to what Erdogan is 
doing, because he labels the Kurdish freedomfigh- 
ters as terrorists and does everything in his power 
to destroy the Kurdish Project. Turkey already done 
drone attacks on Kurdish run regions as well as 
military attacks/invasions. 


Jos: When they fought IS they were treated as 
heroes and nowadays people just don’t seem to give 
a fuck about them anymore. Unbelievable. If their 
country would contain something that was extremely 
Valuable and/or of good use to the western world, 
this would be different for sure. 


Squatting 

Paul: As said earlier i turned into an active squatter 
in the mid 1980’s because Amersfoort didn’t have a 
place where punks could meet, have concerts, etc. 
Before that we tried the official way by the launching 
of.a foundation called ALARM 84 (which also made 
a magazine with the same name). Which gave us 
access to the official channels of the local authority. 
But after several meetings with local officials and 
councilors, we realized that it was a waste of time 
because we were talking to deaf ears. It was time 
for action so punks and local squatters got together 
and started to squat buildings in Amersfoort. We 
squatted Duthler, Hof 19, De Grachtkerk (where we 
did run the Kippenhok) & Middeloo (Kippenhok 2). 
In the early 1990’s the squatterscene.in Amersfoort 
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slowly died, because people who were active in the 
squatscene either stopped or moved to Amsterdam, 
Utrecht, Rotterdam, Nijmegen, etc. to bigger cities 
where there was still something happening. That's 
the shitty thing about Amersfoort, it has always 

been and still is a pretty conservative, small minded, 
boring and dead town. Especially if you’re looking 
for alternative ways of life. Another huge turning 
point was ofcourse the ‘anti-kraak’ (anti-squat) law of 
2010 which made squatting illegal by law. It lead to 

a string of evacuations of squats all over Holland. It 
pretty much destroyed the network of squats and the 
Dutch squatting movement. In the 1980s and 1990’s 
and early 2000, the squat scene was still a well 
organized and powerful force to recon with but after 
that anti-squat law it could hardly make a’fist any-= 
more and it slowly fell apart... Which was.probably 
the main reason why the government introduced that 
anti-kraak law in the first place. It doesn’t mean that 
people stopped squatting, no law can stop squatting! 
It's still happening today, but ona much, smaller sca- 
le and because its illegal; most squats get evicted 
real.fast. The times of squat strongholds like we had 
in the 1980's is definitely over.». which is‘ashame 
because the D.I.Yspunk scene and the squats were 
often like two-hands on one belly. | mean, we own a 
lot to the squatter scene because most of our early 
Qigs/tours took place in squats. The Kippenhok and 
everything that it generated back then, the BAM 


where we practice, it all stems from squatting! And 
even today a lot of places where we play are legali- 
zed squats or do exist thanks to squatmovement! It’s 
part of our history. 


Jos: In times of housing shortage, extremely high 
housing prices and high rents, it is unacceptable that 
there’s so much property that is empty. In the past, 
the squatting movement has been responsible for 
solving these issues and made housing available for 
those who needed it. And this is not just during the 
heydays of the eighties, but way before that. A roof 
over your head is one of the basic needs and rights 
and should be available for everyone. Therefore 
squatting is justified when institutions fail to provide 
this. 


Vegetarism/Veganism 

Paul: In the early 1980's | was a so called flexitariér: 
| was exploring vegetarianism but still eating meat 
on and off. The lyrics of punk bands who were pro- 
moting vegetarianism had an influence on me. But 
writing the Larm song “Animals have feelings too” 
was a turning point where | pushed myself to practi- 
ce what | preach. Around that time (1986) | stopped 
eating meat and became a fulltime vegetarian. The 
last 10 years there’s also more vegan food on the 
menu. 


Jos: When we toured the UK for the first time, | 
discovered how easy | was to have a meatfree diet 
and when we returned home | decided to stop eating

meat and fish, which is 
about 39 years ago now. 
| try to avoid diary pro- 
ducts as much as possi- 
ble. Being vegetarian is ad g 
part of my life now and | 

can't see myself eating 
meat or fish again. | am 
not actively preaching to, 
people about this, butam | 
always willing to share 
opinions and can ask 
questions that will make 
people think about their 
diet. And besides that, it 
is just not good for your 
health to eat animals.

it. Politicians represent the capitalist system, and left 
politicians think they can reform capitalism or give it 
a social face... we/all know that’s an illusion! During 
my lifetime at the core of the Dutch politics/govern- 
ments was mostly the CDA (Christian Democrats) 
and the VVD (The liberals) or both in a coalition. 
Thus decades of conservative and neo-liberal right 
wing politics. Then again Dutch people tend to vote 
for these right-wing bastards. Right now we have to 
deal with the mess of all these decades of conserva- 
tive right wing politics. And what a fucking mess it is! 
We are faced with multiple crisis like high inflation, 
bad economy, poverty, housing shortage, migration, 
austerity, nitrogen & co2 emissions crisis and what 
not! It’s crisis upon crisis. Dutch politicians don’t 
have solutions, they just make it worse. And as long 
as Dutch people are so fucking stupid to keep on vo- 
ting on the conservative/right-wing parties and even 
the far-right parties, things will never change. Every 
election you see another swing to 
right. To be honest | really have 

a hard time to grasp the current 
times we live in. | always thought 
that that the 1980’s was a political- 
| ly dark and harsh time but | fear 
that these days it’s even worse. 

| The current political climate in the 
Netherlands is a prime example of 
s that fear. It also shows more then 

= ever that capitalism is a bankrupt 
system and there’s no way that 

We can reform it... We mustend 

it! Although one of our songs cries 
out “We must get rid of this system 
‘cos this system sucks!”. | don’t see 
" that happen in my lifetime because 
the vast majority is lacking the will 
to do so. But nevertheless the fight 
is on! 


Jos: Globally we are shifting 
towards the (extreme) right and 
the Netherlands are no different to 
that. | guess people either do not 
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give a fuck about politics in general, are following the 
populist opinions or project their anger on minorities. 
These days opinions become facts in no time and 
thanks to things like social media these are spread 
and supported in no time. | find it bizarre that there 
is still so much support for the neo-liberal points 

of views and people do not see that we are being 
fucked over by them. The left wing can’t really make 
a fist against that and let’s face it, the left wing has 
moved towards the middle/right wing too. 


Sports 
Paul: In the 1970’s when | was a teenager, | lived in 
a council flat which had these green lawns where the 
kids from the neighbourhood would play a lot of foot- 
ball, so did we! | also had some 
backproblems at that time and on ® 
doctor’s orders | began swim- 
ming and | played tennis for one 
and a half year. When my back 
was o.k. again | stopped doing 
both. In the 1980’s the LARM 
crew all got skateboards but | 
was very bad at it. | spend more 
time on the pavement than on my S 
skateboard hahaha. At the end of Faaw 
the 1980’s and early 1990's | got 
myself a mountainbike and was 
pretty fanatic for some years. But 
after that | didn’t do any sports. 
Beside that | was a garbageman 
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for 32 years and that was a kind of “sport” for sure 
hahaha. Anyway | wasn't really into active sports, | 
didn’t mind watching it on TV when | was younger 
but these days it doesn’t bother me at all really. 


Jos: | like to cycle and play squash. 


Do you read a newspaper, do you check certain 
media and do you havee any favorite websites? 
Paul: | read the Volkskrant (my brother has a sub- 
scription). From time to time Manifest, Vrij Neder- 
land, De Groene Amsterdammer, etc. Sometimes 
music papers like Oor, Mojo and Uncut. “Social” 
media: Facebook, YouTube & Bandcamp. Some of 
my regular internet checks are: MRR, Socialist Stan- 
dard, Weekly Worker, Class War, Echo, Ruthless 
Criticism, Bacteria, Jacobin, Challenge, Marxistisch 
Platform, etc. etc. 


Jos: | read two newspapers: Algemeen Dagblad (for 
the local news) and Volkskrant for more global news. 
| check their online versions as well. | use social me- 
dia to stay in touch with friends and also to advertise 
gigs and/or releases. One of the websites | regularly 
check is Indymedia and De Correspondent as well 
as some podcasts. 


What’s your 5 favorite or most influential punkre- 
leases and why? 

Paul: In another interview they asked my 20 favouri- 
te records and that was already a pain in the ass. So 
you know how this feels, hahaha. But o.k., let's try: 
1. THE CLASH - The Clash LP. 

One of the first punk records | bought in 1977 and 
still one of my favorite records from 1977. Not 
necessarily the best from that era but | really like the 
rudimentary production of that record which makes 

it raw and angry. 14 songs with social and political 
lyrics | could relate to. An iconic punk sleeve, that 
really impressed me as an image. | cut my hair short 
like them and bought a ‘blazer jacket’ to copy the 
look hahaha. Really a record 
that changed my life and it still 
gives me goosebumps! 


2. RONDOS - Red Attack LP 
The Dutch punk band that had 
a huge influence on all of us 
and was probably the reason 
why we started our first band 
back in 1980. They represen- 
ted something that really spo- 
hime Ke to us. That idea of a D.I.Y. 
collective that not only made 
music but also made a punk 
zine: Raket, lived together 

in one house Schoonderloo

Also the 
anarcho-communist lyrics and ideas of the Rondos 
was an inspiration on Larm and Seein’ Red. 


3.TORCHES TO ROME s/t LP 

After we released the “Marinus” EP on Ebullition 
Records, Kent suggested that we should tour the 
USA with Torches To Rome. We did in the summer 
of 1996! Touring all over America (24 shows) for the 
first time with a band like TTR was just fucking ama- 
zing!!! Nothing but golden memories and that’s why 
playing this record is also a trip down memory lane 
to me. Beside that it’s truly a fucking amazing punk 
record (sadly underrated...) with powerful songs and 
great lyrics to boot! 


4.FUNERAL ORATION - Communion LP 

| just played it this week and it remains a brilliant 
record! It has a pretty shoddy recording but that 
makes it so good because it gives the record a raw 
and shredding sound. It was the only FO record with 
Tos on guitar and he really adds some extra texture 
to the songs. Great tunes vary from melodic to 
straight forward punk with heartfelt lyrics, what more 
do you want? 


5.DROPDEAD - “1993” LP 

When this record came out it blew me away with its 
relentless power and fury! A year later we saw them 
livevat'a Vort’n'Vis festival blowing the roof off the 


place, so fucking good!! 
They were basically 

the reason why SEEIN’ 
RED started to play 
faster again: I’m-a fan- 
boy! DROPDEAD is still 
active and they have 
never let me down on 
record or live. Fucking 
dedicated:band and 
one of the few bands 
that.still voice their opi- 
nion and take a stand, 
nothing but respect. 


Obviously this was a ridiculous question hahaha. | 
bought my first punkrecord in 1977 and ever since 
Punk/hardcore has been a big part in my life! Just 
choosing 5 records don’t do justice to so many

When the band started they wanted to bring 
back the sound of late 90’s early 2000’s Hardcore bands like Go It Alone, Carry On, Have Heart and 
Bane. The lyrical. content aims to be very introspective. Looking at personal struggles with oneself, a 
person’s position in Life and their interactions with the people around them. At the end of 2015 they 
released their self-titled demo and in 2017 they released The Score 7” through DIY label Positive and 
Focused records. Their first full length was released in April 2020 during the midst of the Covid-Pan- 
demic putting the opportunity’s to tour to a grinding halt. In 2022 they signed with Booking Agency 
MAD-Bookings and started working on getting back on the road as soon as possible with the record 
they released back in 2020. In early 2023 the band got to join the “Monster Energy Rebellion Tour” 
supporting bands such as Madball, H20, Drain and Hazen St.

The band was formed in 2017 with the aim of bringing a more contemporary hardcore 


sound to the Groningen punk scene, in contrast to the crusty background of most 
members. Reynaert (who was at the time in d-beat/crust bands Komplex and System 
Bastard) wanted the band focusing on themes of mental health, trauma and suicide, 
rather than the explicit political nature of his other bands. Youth Deprivation would 
form with two other members of System Bastard; Stephen as vocalist and Eva on bass, 
with Reynaert playing guitar and also doing vocals. After a year of practice and 
songwriting with different drummers Tim of 

drums early 2018 


Artwork and merch would be a big focus as Reynaert would design lots of shirt designs and 
illustrations. He would go on to screenprint a load of thrifted and free-shop shirts and sweaters 
as well as prescription paper of his antidepressants that they would sell or give out at shows. 
The band played their first gig on the 25th of June 2018, together with Canadian bands 

en. In January 2019 they recorded the /’n 

demo at Booij Recordings in Franeker, which was digitally released on the 28th. In 
March they self-released the de cassette, limited to 100 copies. 
In November they would return to the studio in Franeker to record their debut-album Behind 
the Lids. In January 2020 the promo Leave Me Alone / Veil was released digitally and the 
album would be self-released on vinyl] later that year. Two tours were booked in the spring and 
summer to accompany the release, but those were sadly cancelled due to the Covid-1 
pandemic. The production of the viny! also got delayed and was physically released the 31st o 
after the release vocalist Stephen left the band. 


Due to the lack of gigs and practice rooms 
being closed the band would irregularly 
get toether to write new material. In ea 
2021 after a sharp decline in mental 
wellbeing, Reynaert wrote lyrics to these 
songs chronicling his descent into deep 
depressive episodes and attempted suicide. 
The band recorded these songs in April of 
2021 as a sort of concept-EP titled 
Self-Inflicted, as well as three older songs 
from their demo. Two of these songs 
would be released on the Red Wine & 
Glue compilation tape released through 
Reynaert’s DIY label Cognitive Decline. 
Self-Inflicted was re 
2021 on cassette via Cognitive Decline, 
mited to 100 copies 


On the 28th of August 2021 Groningen 
punk band Frontsector played their first 
gig at squatted terrain Wieland. Shortly 
after the gig Reynaert met with their 
guitar player Dylan and asked him to 
join Youth Deprivation. Less than three 
weeks later they would play their first 
gig with Dylan on guitar and Reynaert 
solely on vocals at Rollend Goed in 
Groningen 


In August of 2022 Reynaert left to study in Tallinn 
Estonia for two years. Dylan, Eva and Tim would 
continue writing music in his absence that he would 
write lyrics for from a distance. Late December 
Reynaert moved back to Groningen after dropping out 
of his studies and the band would perform on the second 
Rat Race event in Groningen the 6th of January 2023 
playing many of these songs for the first time. 


In April Youth Deprivation recorded 8 songs at 
Galloway Recording Studio in Nijmegen with Gabor 
Wiltner from OUST. These songs were released as two 
separate digital EPs, Burning Longing and Death Drive 
in June and August that year
